London, Nov. 11.— Ftirther particn- 
lars recelTed here this morning from 
CUcattadiew that the eyolon* which 
•wept erer flie Andaman idaads (a Brit- 
ish ooaviot settlenunt) la the Bay of Ben- 
gal en Monday last, caased a very mneh 
larger low of life than was at &rst re- 
ported, and that the damage done was 
far in exoeas of the aoKyimt first tele- 
graphed bete. In addition to the drown- 
ing of neatly all of tiiie drew of her 
majesty^l steamship Enterprise, the gov- 
emment steamship engaged in conrey- 
isg the conTicta to aad from the settle- 
ment, by which seyenty-eight* ont of 
eighty-three men lost their lires, 
it is now offidalljr annotmoed 
that the total loss of life is nearly SOO, 
and that about 250 persons in addition 
were severely wonnaed. 

The first approach of the cyclonic dis- 
tnrbance vrtm denoted by tha deadly 
Htillnem wh.^li settled oyer tho islands, 
and by the fact that the birdi« and ani- 
mkls seemed to be trembling with fear, 
seeking shelter everywhere, and ap- 
piirrntly having entirely loHt their dread 
o€ man's approac h to thorn. Then the 
air became moHt opnressively hot and 
hHnks of dark clouds *■:> ;^!ither on 

the eastern horizon, while ui the dis- 
tance conld be heard the low niiubliu;^ 
of thunder, the clouds now and iht^u be- 
ing broken by ilashee of vivid light- 
ning. 

By this time everybody on the ialanils 
had come to the conclusion that a severe 

tropical storm wiui approacljing, but no- 
body really imagined that a disaster 
waa peudiiii;. The (isheriueu aud cottst- 
ing veaeelH were hurriedly making for 
shelter, and the erew of the Enterprise 
began to \ ittnn down and get ready to 
•tgo their Hpare anchors. 

Ae Andaman islands form a group in 
Hie Bay of Bengal, between latitude 10 
and 18 degrees north, and nearly under 
W,i degrees of east lougilude. about \bO 
miles soxithwest of Cape Nograis, a 
headland on tln-coaat of Britisli Burmali 
The Great and Little Andaman iidunCs 
compoee the gi oup, ami they are sep 
arated by Dxiucah's pa.s.sa;;e, where a 
number of native coasters and fihhiuK 
boats foundered or were drivtu ashore 
during the cyclone of Mondaj- 

Point Blair, on Chalham Lsland, is the 
headquarters of the i.ouvirt sottlenient. 
tliw latter being uatunilly the most im- 
portant industrial center of the islands. 
It was at Port Blair that the greatest 
loss of life occurred, aud it is believed 
here that when the final returns come n 
it will be seen that considerably over 800 
and possibly WO were victims of the 
cyclone's furv. for the}>opulationof Port 
tilair, or Blair station, is over 13,000 
souls. 

Soon after the thunder rolls and 
lightning were noticed, rushing sounds 
were heard in the air, and these in- 
crea.'ied until a fierce gale was howling 
acrofss the islands, whipping tho water 
into foam and In iidiug trees like whijw 
before its breath, but this was nothing 
to what followed, .Suddenly the furj' of 
the storm seemed to b« redoubled, and a 
wild burst of wind b«nt dowu, uprooted 
or cracked in tw(j great numl)er« of 
treea, unroofed nntnbers of buildings, 
sent plank.-s, small trees, clouds of 
foliage and even heavy licams whirling 
through the air, which by this time 
seemed to be.ohargeil with t-lcctricity 
and to be positively thick with op])re8- 
sive damp heat. 

. nie convicts who were not in confine-

the wounded. Wldle flie men seemed 
cowed with tentm. Hw women, as a 
rule, diaplqred ue most mnarkable 
coump:e. So mndi so that it is nnder- 
8*ood that tbe governor general of the 
penal station will recommend tliat a 
number of them will lie i>Hrdoned, and 
that the sentenoes of a large number of 
others be cammntad- to short terms of 
intprisoasnent. 

while this WM going on ashore, at 
sea, off the coast, nuttters were nearly 
as bad. Every small craft, without ap- 
parently a single exception, caught at 
sea by the cycloue, was either swamped 
after a short struggle with the storm, oi 
sw(«pt ashore, and then daahed to pieces 
amid the surf. A number of natives 
not included in the present estimate, 
lost their lives in this manner. 

The crew of her majesty's ship Enter- 
prise, fared no better than the natives, 
m spite of thcii utmost endeavors, the 
steamer, dragging anchors, was forced 
ashore and soon after she began pound' 
ing upon tho rocks. She broke up so 
quickly thai but tliree or four out of 
her crow of ninety, were saved. 

Of course, as in all similar events, it is 
difficult, almost impossible, to obtain 
full fact}< and figures as to the tolal loss 
of life and t^xact amoimt of diiniage 
done, but emnigh ia already known n<nv 
to enable tho statement to be made that 
the loss of life will certainly l»e U'lween 
200 and S.'K), and that there are from 2.5(1 
to 800 people seriotisly injured. Tlia 
damage done to crop<> and other prop- 
erty throughout north Amiamiiu island, 
middle Andaman island and south Anda- 
man island, comi)rismg the Great Anda- 
man;; aud over the Little Andamans, in- 
cludinf< Interview island, Outram 
isliuid, IIenr\- Lawrence i.-^land and Rut- 
land Lsland, !rt judgi'd to be very heavy, 
for it is admit tod that all the crojis not 
in thoroughly sheltered plat-eshave lieen 
completely dei(tro>'ed, and that the nmn- 
l)er of bnndit(g;r^<HUttaged cr dsefatffW is 
very great. 

So far as known here the convict pop- 
ulation of the Andaman islands, as they 
are officially designated, is alwut 14,0()0, 
of which number some ;{.000 hold tick- 
ets as "self-sapporters," which emibles 
thera to •ii'rags in trades or oci-ui)ationii 
about tha islands by receiving the neces- 
sary ])«'rm)s.sion from the goveriior. The 
lattiT to control this large number of 
convicts has a jKilice force, imtive and 
British, of alH)ut 700 men. Tbe ab- 
oiiginal po;)ulation compared wtth the 
number oi convicts at the same Blace is 
very small. Tlie totals, however, vary 
according tit the different sources of in- 
fonnatiim: some reports give the islands 
a population of only i?, 000 natives, while 
otners place it at 10,000. In any ctu» 
tho aboriginal populati(m is compt)sed ef 
I)eoplo of low tyi)e and of diminutive 
size. 

Of the 20.000 acres of ground cleared 
by the convicts, and r,i>in "which they 
dejjend for sust^'iiam-e, tno main part is 
said to have Ix-en rendered pnicticiiUy 
useless by the cvclonic visitation, and 
this, it is sa.'d, will reatilt in much addi- 
tional ex])ense and annoyance to the In- 
dian govenmient. As many of the cun- 
victa' storehotxses are in rains and a vjist 
amount of stt^res have been deetroye 1, 
the que^tiup of hastening supplies to the 
storatswept convict senlement is one 
which la giving considerable trouble to 
the Indum government. Relief steamers 
will hafa to be promptly dispatt^hed to 
the aoe^'dl-lbe oaUmity. 

Owing to the heat, in the Andaman 
islands toa bo^Hes'of the vlctipi- are al- 
reiUjMnf interred, and tha^Aanes wit- 
nMijnrAtbte wholesale bod^ are de- 
scribed as terrible.

Merchants and others in the citv in- 
terested in the finances of trade of 
Brazil are dt)ing their utmost to obtain 
some kind of information from their 
agents in Brazil, but their ef^'orts do not 
seem to be meeting with much success. 
Lute yesterday aitemcHjn, however, the 
announcement was made that at le;u:t 
another province in Pemambuco hi- ' 
revolted aga'ist the dictation of Marsha, 
Da Foneeca, and had declared itself in- 
dependent of the government as now 
constituted. 

By tho same source it became know.ri 
that at least two other provinces were 
on the verge of declaring tlieir inde- 
pendence, and rumor also had it that 
the restoration party held sway in on;?

and the establishment in Brazil of a 
number of republics somewhat 
similar to those of South Africa. 

A later disjHitch says there is no 
longer any attempt to deny that the 
province of P 'rnanibnco haj* joined the 
province of ^ o Grande de Siil in declar- 
mg its independence. Gn^at excite- 
ment prevails at Rio do Janeiro and 
Brazil. It is report<*d her«j that Mar- 
shal Da Fom ca has been informed that 
he is MufTenng from a disease which 
must soon cause his death, and that he 
has announced his willlngn— to rsdgn 
the reins of jjower. 

The German population of Rio Grande 
do Hul is reiKjrted to be organizing into 
armed bodies of men on the plan of the 
Dutoh settlers of Soath Africa, and to be 
determined to defend tlia independence 
of their new state.

I would prefer a damp cellar to a very 
dry one, but a thick walled room, above 
ground where they won't freeze in tho 
baiTelH, and where aU the ventilation 
wanted can be had at will, is better tluin 
either.— Exchange.

—Henry Curtia, 
colored, who killed an old man named 
Waller, near Tanners Creek, on Sept. 5, 
1889, suffered the extreme penalty for 
his crime in the Portsmouth iail yester- 
terday.

While Waller was in that condition 
the brutal negro wrapt the body in an 
old blanket, satmsMtad it ndth oU and set 
fire to it. The body waa onmad to a 
crisp. Curtis waa arrested shortly after 
hia diabolical crime. The indignation of 
the citizens agaiai^ Um was so great 
that a lynching pavtgr «M formed. The 
milituy.iunrmr, i*ili oOM^oat tmX 
thwarted t hapnrpoia i of ttio HiiMaa.
